Ings of corruption are not untre- 
quently too powerful and attenuant 
to be fuccefsiully refitted. Sir 
Robert Walpole found this filent 
working power irrefiftible and omni- 
po‘ent ; and yet fir Robert as a 
corrupter of every thing pure, Was 
a fchool-boy in comparifon of 
Bonaparte. 

But a hope is entertained that 
France bas given back Louifiana 
to his Catholic Majefty !
